The Parable or Story of tbe Mua- 
tard Seed.— Va. .'ll, S2. "Another par- 
able," abowlHK another aspect of the 
kingdom of heaven, which the Great 
Sower bad aown In the field of tbe 
world. 

"The kingdom of heaven la like to a 
grain of mustard need, which a man," 
repreaentlng the Son of man an In the 
previma parables, "aowed In hla Held.” 
It waa therefore good need, living 
need that could produce the harvest. 

"Which Indeed la the least of all 
■eeda.” Not tbe least of all seeds 
which botanlata know, but tbe nmall- 
eat of the leeds the people dally uaed; 
and the imalli-at of tbeae in contrast 
with the plant which grows from It. 
"Greatest among herbs, and becometh 
a tree." Not masaive like a flr tree 
of I.«banon. or oak, but an herb so 
large "that tbe birds of tbe air come 
and lodge In the branebea thereof." 

The Teaching of this Parable. (1) 
The growth and success In God's Held 
of this world of the kingdom he baa 
planted. I heard a statesman mission- 
ary from India say within a week that 
the religions of India looked upon the 
present as the Iron age. with their 
golden age In tbe piuit. Hut with 
Christianity the golden age I3 In the 
future, the kingdom Is growing toward 
Its Ideal and goal, and growing more 
and more rapidly. 

The Parable of the I.eaven. — V, S3. 
Showing tbe Method by Which the 
Kingdom Grows. "The kingdom of 
heaven is like unto leaven." Some of 
the later writers arpie from the fact 
that leaven Is usually tbe symbol of 
evil, a corrupting thing, a apecies of 
putrefaction, that therefore this par- 
able repreaenti "the fellowship of 
God In service seen to be marred dur- 
ing the present age by the introduc- 
tion of a corrupting Influence." — O. 
Campbell Morgan. 

"Which a woman took.” The Son 
of man who putt this leaven Into the 
meal la here represented by a woman 
because breadmaking usually devolved 
upon women. 

This Parable Teaches that besides 
all tbe visible manifestations of tbe 
Gospel lepresented by the growth of 
the mustard teed, there Is a deeper 
underlying progress of the Gospel 
which operates silently, without ob- 
servation, but with constantly Increas- 
ing pervasiveness till tbe whole mass 
of mankind, all bearta, all nations, all 
commerce and business, aoclal life, 
and political Institutions, shall be 
transformed. The leaven works by 
personal contact with those who are 
to be leavened, from Individual to In- 
dividual. It la personal work, personal 
soul in touch with other souls. Tbe 
leaven that does tbe work la a living 
organism. 

Two Stories of Finding Treasures.— 
Vt 44 46. These two parables were 
told to the disciples In the bouse to 
which they returned from the sea- 
shore. 

The Hid Treasure. "The kingdom 
of heaven Is like unto treasure hid In 
a field." Tbe hiding of treasure Is 
nsressary where there are no banks, 
where tbe country is frequently over- 
run by marauders and robbers, where 
no one can trust another to hold bis 
treasurea or to use them in business, 
and where the rulers are rapacious to 
obtain the wealth of their subjects. In 
the unsettled state of the country oft- 
en the owners never returned, and all 
knowledge of tbe treaaure was lost. 

The Spiritual Treasures In These 
Two Parables. There are two quite 
different Interpretations of these par- 
ables, both of which are natural, both 
of which may he true, and each one 
may imply tbe other. The movement 
of the parables depends on what la 
represented by tbe Treasure and the 
Pearl, and who by the one who gave 
all he bed to obtain them. 

Tbe common Interpretation Is that 
we are the seekers for the treasure, 
and the Treaaure and Pearl are the 
blessings which are found In the king- 
dom of heaven and only there. They 
are the treasures of character, usefnl- 
ness, happiness, and peace; treasures 
of eternal life, growing more and more 
In every good quality of tbe soul till 
we become "angels excelling In 
strength," with all the glories, ex- 
ternal and internal, that are portrayed 
In the description of heaven. 

The Parable of the Draw Net. — Vs. 
47-S2 contain explanation of the mys- 
tery that good and bad are found to 
the visible kingdom of God, Instead of 
only the good, and a warning that 
merely being a member of the visible 
kingdom will not ssve him. There will 
be a separation of the good from the 
bad, and each will go of necessity to 
his own place, and the fate which is 
the fruit of hit faith and character. 

Another Interpretation of the hid 
treasure, skilfully advocated by Ur. 
Wolcott Calkins in his brilliant "Vjr- 
ables for Our Time," and by l)r. Mor- 
gan, la that Christ ts the seeker after 
the Treasure and the Pearl, which 
represent tbe precious souls of men. 
The treasure is often hidden, like the 
lost sheep from the ninety and nine, 
hidden in publicans and sinners and 
heathen. It Is not tbe search for good 
n;en, hut for the lust, for human na- 
ture In Ita moral quality and In its 
spiritual capacity. To And this treas- 
ure, >ssua made his whole life lub- 
irdluatet to his Ending tbe treasura." 



Kespecting two matters thers can bs 
■o question; 

1. That the early church thoroughly 
believed In a millennial kingdom, 
hoped for It, prayed for it— "Thy 
Kingdom come; thy will be done on 
4>arth as It la done in Heaven." 

2. It is equally certain that today the 
doctrine of the millennium la tabooed 
aa "out of date" — out of harmony with 
the views of the higher crltlce end ev 
olutloniste, who are filling practically 
all the chairs In our colleges and tha 
majority of tha pulplta of Christendom 

Tbe present day concept of the 
Church of Christ Is that God planted 
It amongst men aa leaven In a batch of 
dough with tbe Intent that It should 
pru|iacate Itself until the entire mass 
would be leavened. 

The two views are ao radically oppo- 
site that none should confuse them In 
their minds. If one Is right, the other 
Is wrong. If one Is Kcriptural, the 
other Is unscrlptural. The safe, tha 
proper, the right course Is to go hack 
and take up afresh the doctrine of the 
millennium — ths doctrine that the 
faithful of the church now being tried 
and tested will constitute the glorious 
Kingdom of God's dear Hon after their 
change from earthly to spirit condi- 
tions In the “First Kesurrectlon" (1 
Corinthians, lG:42-44). 

"Christian people have been fooling 
themselves long enough!" Yes, It Is aa 
absolutely Irrational to think of con- 
verting the world, as It Is unserip- 
tural to believe that God ever gave us 
that iroposalhle commission. Tbe Ont- 
tad Htates census reports show that 
there are twice as many heathen to- 
day as there were a century ago. Tbe 
word heathen carries to many a very 
wrong Impression. Many noble-heart- 
ed Christians have gone aa mission- 
aries to the heathen wholly unpre- 
pared for what they met —Intelligent 
reasoning ability, etc. They found 
that the heathen were full of ques- 
tions, logical questions, too, which 
they ts Christiana bad nsver thought 
of, and which they weru wholly un- 
prepared to answer Comparativsiy 
faw of the missionaries are able to 
bold their own In argument with In- 
lelllgeiit petiplo In India, China and 
Japan. There Is no danger of their 
converting those people There la 
more danger of their losing their own 
faith In the illble, because of their 
misapprehension of some of Its teach 
ings — respecting the mission of tbs 
ibureh, tbe hope of tbs church and 
tbe hope of tbe world* 

Missionaries are thus handicapped! 
Full of cumniendable xeal they leave 
our shores to tell the heathen that 
their forefathers have gone to eternal 
torment and that they are going there, 
too. unless they accept Christ It Is 
a lude awakening to be asked where 
bell Is? and why God sb<iuld have 
•'cindemned them and their forefathers 
to such a horrible eternity? and how 
thin could be true and )et he he a 
Oud of pity, compassion, love? Ths 
heathen ask. Why tbe different ds- 
Domlnatiuns — (he different theories of 
ths terms of salvation by water, by 
election, by fre«> grace, by Joining tbe 
ehurch, etc. The missionary, wholly 
unable to answer the adult native, 
gathers children about him, starts a 
school and does all be la able, per- 
haps, to Justify his presence In a for- 
eign land— helping the tick and doing 
many other arts of kindness which are 
very commendable, whether from a re- 
ligious or humanitarian standpoint 

Next let us note that the millennium 
Itself Is an absolute necessity for the 
world, according to the statistics of 
The world-wise Many eollegs profes- 
sors and I). D.'s are Inclined to apeak 
glibly of the second coming of Christ 
being far In lbs fnture--"60,00<) years 
yet," say some.

Berea College is not a money-making Institution. All tha money rw 
cetved from students is paid out for (heir beneflt, and the School expend* 
on an average upon each student about fifty dollars a year more than be pays 
In. This great deficit ts made up by the gifts of Chrisllan and pnlrlotlc peopJa 
who are supporting Berea In order that It may train young men and wiJtnen 
far lives of usefulness. 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to protect 
the character and reputation of the .voung people. Our students come from 
the best families and are earnest to do well and Improve. For any who may 
bs sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra cbvge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live in College buildings, and 
assist In work of boarding ball, farm and sho|>s, receiving valuable train- 
ing. and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Except In win- 
ter It Is expected that all will havs a cbance to earn a part of their *x- 
peiiBss. Writs to the Secretary before coming to secure employment. 

PERSONAL EXPENSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, etc., vary 
with different peoide. Berea favors plain clothing. Our climate la the beat, 
but as students must attend classes regardless of the weather, warm wraiia 
and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes, . are necessary. The Co-opera- 
tive Store furnishes books, toilet articles, work uniforms, umbrellas and 
other necessary articles at cost. 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no rent 
for tbe fine buildings In which students live, charging only enough room 
rent to pay for cleaning, repairs, fuel, lights, and washing of bedding 
and towels. For table board, without coffee or extras, $1.35 a week in 
the fall, and $1.50 in winter. Flor room, furnished, fuel, lights, wash- 
ing of bedding, 40 centa a week In fall and spring, 50 cents in winter. 

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a "Dollar Deposit,” as guarantee for 
return of room key, library books, etc. This is paid but once, and is returned 
when the student departs. 

Second an "Incidental Fee" to help on expenses for care of school build- 
ings, hospital library, etc. (Students pay nothing for tuition or services of 
teachers — all our Instruction is a free gift). The Incidental Fee for most 
students Is $5 00 a term, $G in .Academy and Normal, and $7.00 In Collc- 
glate coursea.

In the editor's health lectures he 
has shown numerous pirturee of the 
house-fly. One Is the fly gorging It- 
self upon the matter coughed up by 
tho consumptive, and then tracking 
over the jelly or the butter oa the 
table, and losing Its accumulation of 
germs on the things we eat. Anoth- 
er represents It gx>lng from the back 
yard, where the filth from the typhoid 
patient has been thrown, to the 
kitchen and dining room, and thus 
Infecting the entire household. 

And these pictures are not Imagin- 
ary. They convey In a forceful way 
the awful truth — a truth we have 
known fur only a few yeiars — the fact 
that we must no longer consider the 
fly a harmless and necessary summer 
visitor, but our must danguruus foe 

And most of our knowledge of his 
dangerous character has resulted from 
Investigutiona beginning with our 
Spanish war. How many know of the 
deaths from typhoid In the camps of 
our soldiers — more deaths than from 
bullet wounds — and of the denionstra- 
tlou that the germs were carried on 
tlio feet and legs of filea from the 
refuse pits to the soldtera' mess 
tents? And from that time t>n the 
health officers at Washingtou have 
been making Investigations, Dr. How- 
ard leading, aud the origin and na- 
ture of the fly have been determined. 
First the egg is deposited, most of- 
ten In horse manure, but very coiii- 
monly aud always. If ai'oess Is pos^iible, 
In out-houses lu human filth, or any 
diK-aylng vegetable matter. In about 
K hours the egg hatches Into a mag- 
got. The maggots are very az'tive for 
four or five days, living u|m>d the 
filth lu which they were hatched j 
They then pass to the pupa stage . 
and are quiet f«x four or five days j 
more, when they become full grown 
files. 

In this study three things stand 
out most slgniftrantly First, filth is 
lieoeasary for the deiiasit and hatch- 
ing of the eggs. Second, one fly will 
lay 130 eggr. at a time and in a sea- | 



son become the mother, the grand- 
mother, great grandmother, etc., of 
millions of her kind. Third, caught 
aud i>laced under the microscope, 
their feet and legs are alwaya covered 
with filth and also with disease 
germs, If there are any germs for 
thorn to carry. 

The germ that Is most often found 
on the flies legs Is the typhoid germ 
and for this reason Dr. Howard sug- 
gests that the fly be no longer call- 
ed THE HOUSE FLY but THE TY- 
PHOID FLY, thus bringing into mind 
Its dangerous nature every time It 
Is seen or named. 

It Is well known that the house fly 
— typhoid fly — la not poisonous. It is 
a pity that It Is not. If it were we 
should get rid of It In short order. 
Shall we not anyhow when we learn 
that It Is more dangerous than all the 
poisonous inaecta and more to be fear- 
ed than any wild boast? 

And the data given above suggest 
the nature of our warfare. It Is well 
to soreon our doors and windows. In 
fact that is absolutely necessary now, 
but that will not reduce the scourge 
— that will not lessen the warfare we 
will Iiave to carry on next year. The 
true method of attack Is on the breed- 
ing places — all filth. They cannot ex- 
ist without filth. Stablea abould be 
cleaned and kept clean. Out bouses 
should be disinfected and kept fly- 
proof. Only by thia method can they 
l»e destroyed. They can produce, if 
we leave the filth, faster than all the 
tangle-toot papers and Daisy fly kil- 
lers can destroy them. 

Look to the stables, then, look to 
the outhouses, and not only on your 
own premises, but your nelghborsY 
The right muse be a community fight 
against a oonimon enemy.

NEW LAWS l.N EFFECT:— All 
laws passed by the Legislature 
at Its last session went into effect 
June 14lh In so far as there is not 
s contrary constitutional provision. 

The new law doing away with spe- 
cial judges la likely to give trouble, 
since the governor must find a re- 
gular judge from some other district 
to try all cases that have heretofore 
been tried by special judges. lYie gov- 
ernor wants to know what he U to 
do In case the regular judges are all 
busy holding their own courts. He 
can’t swap judges every time tor the 
law applies to vacancies In case of 
sickness. 

The two other most im|)ortaut laws 
that have gone into effect are the 
one making eight hours a day’s work 
for all contractors aud sub-contract- 
ors doing the State’s work, and the 
law taking away from Juries the pow- 
er of fixing punisbuient for crime. 
The jury can declare guilty or not 
guilty and It Is left with the judge 
to fix tho penalty.

As we travel through the Agricul- 
tural sections of our country we find 
' that the farmers who own large 
tracts of land are raising practically 
all the cattle, while the small farm- 
ers are growing corn, hay, oats and 
other crops and selling these to the 
I big farmers. This Is a great mistake, 

' but, If you ask them why they do not 
' feed their crops, they will tell you 
, that they cannot raise stock beoau.se 
! they have not sufficient pasture. 

I But this disadvantage can be over- 
I come by the rotation of crops, grow- 
ing leguminous crops principally, such 
I as cow-peas, soy-beans, clover, alfalfa 
and vetch. 

The greatest argument In favor of 
stock growing for the small fkrmer 
Is that the soil fertility oan be main- 
tained, and this Is the greatest pro- 
blem before the fanners of today. 

We cannot continue to sliip millions 
of tons of .vegetable matter contain- 
ing valuable fertilizing oonstitutents 
to distant lauds If the farmers of 
foreign lands can send to the United 
States and buy our crotw, pay the 
I transportation charges and then feed 
to stock at a profit, we can make a 
much greater profit by feeding them 
at home. 

Every ton of bay sold from tho 
farm removes plant food to the value 
of $5.10 and a ton of oorn removes 
mure than $6.00 worth of plant food. 
Where oorn, hay and other faiin 
crops are fed to stock 95 per cent of 
this food Is returned to the soil. 

The history of the South proves 
that the farmers cannot maintain toil 
fertility with commercial fertilizer. 

Stork growing provides a home 
market for the crops grown. It Is a 
means of condensing a product to 
about one eighth of Its original 
weight, thus reducing tbs transporta- 
tion chargee 87 1-2 por cent. By rais- 
ing stock the farmers can feed their 
ch^sp roughage such as corn fodder 
and straw which would otherwise be 
' a-asted.

Stock raising distributes laltor thru- 
out the year. The great demand for 
help during the growing season makes 
farm wages higher during the summer 
than winter. Since stock feeding Is 
largely done In the winter motitbs 
work can be furnished continuous- 
ly and at a much lower rate. 

A crop of corn worth $23 per acre 
on the market Is worth $^ when 
put up In a silo and feal to cattle. But 
getting cattle is not enough. The far- 
mer must get tht! best cattle If he 
Is to realize the greatest profit. Too 
often you see farmers feeding scrub 
cattle which require much mure feed 
for a pound of Increase than good 
cattle. 

So we must keep clearly in mini 
the kind of cattle wanted, whether 
beef or dairy. If beef, get the best 
beef type, such as Angtu, Hereford, 
Shorthorn and Holstein. At the Neb- 
raska Experiment station grade An- 
gus and Hereford steers two years 
old gained seventy-five pounds per 
month, while Jerseys of the same 
age and fed in the same way gained 
but fifty iH>und£ per month and were 
worth leas per jiound on the market. 

But If the farmer Is raising cattle 
for dairy purposes, he will find the dif- 
ference just as gr<«t In favor of the 
Jersey which is strictly dairy type. ' 

At the Connecticut Experiment Sta- 
tion it was found that the average 
of several cows of dairy type produc- 
ed milk at a cost of 69 cents |ier 100 
pounde, whereas cows beefy in type 
produced milk at a cost of $1 per 100 
pounds. 

It has become an acknowledged fact 
that, unless the farmer provides some 
way of maintaining soil fertility with- 
in a very few years they wUl be un- 
able to supply the demand of our ever 
increasing population. Stock Growing 
is the only feaelble way of roaiutaln- 
tng soil fertility and since this is 
true we must raise more stock. We 
must abandon the practice of selling 
our corn, and feed every buhsel on 
the farm to the best available stock.

In other carriages were attendants 
of the royal family, and last of all 
came police and fire brigades from 
London, Edinburgh and Dublin. 

The king’s body was taken to the 
station, then out of tho city for 
burial. Ix>ndon turned homeward le- 
allzlng that the king was really gone. 

As we walked away, we counted 
eighteen people stretched out In a 
taint, some of them great strong men, 
one a soldier. Later we learned that 
si’x thousand In all bad fainted aud 
bad been treated by the nurses. 

Cleveland said he didn’t like to 
let the folks know that be nearly 
fainted, and yet lie couldn’t explain 
his fine position before the line of 
ioldiers without telling them wbst 
happened. 

We feel enriched by our experience, 
but resolved never again to be tempt-* 
ed by any kind of a spectacle to ex- 
l>ose ourselves to the perils of a 
“crush." 

This Is commencement day in Be- 
rea, the first commencement we have 
missed In seventeen years. A cable- 
gram from the Alumni has just come 
which brings us very near to the 
place where our hearts are all the 
time.

Aa eM-faphtoned winter bai Us ad- 
Taatagea and dIsadTanlages. It thesa 
were to be etnimerated la parallel cot 
nmns U la probable that tbe advaa- 
tagea would lead bjr a large majorltjr. 
In a winter like tbe past Obe tbe 
ground Is usually frozen to tbe depth 
of a tew Incbea In November and tber» 
after tbe snowfall keepa a blanket over 
the earth which prevent! the froat 
from creeping downward inch by Inch 
until It reaches a depth of four or five 
feet It keeps all plant life at the eur 
face of the aoll In a perfectly dormant 
state, but doea not completely suspend 
tbe function of deep lying roota. A 
continual covering of Ice and anow 
In tbe cities keeps tbe Utter and flitb 
of the street from being dried and fine 
ly powdered and carried about by 
every passing breeze. This le one of 
tbe moat common sources of colda, In- 
fluensa, grip. Infections of the note, 
and Its labyrinthine sinuses and tba 
throat, middle ear and respiratory pas- 
sages In general. Such affections have 
been leaa general this year than In 
several preceding aeasons. Steady 
cold, although very Uylng to tbe old 
and to people of subnormal vital ener- 
glea, la In reality much better than al- 
ternating warm spells and sero 
pinches, for the latter oonditlona Invite 
Indiscretions In dress.

Philadelphia. — A mutiny on board 
the Ilrltish ateamahlp Highland Mon- 
arch, outward bound for Auckland. 

N. Z., followed by a dash for liberty by 
a dozen Chinese members of the crew, 
resulted in tbed rowning of four and 
the narrow escape of three others. 

The men rescued are In a police sta- 
tion while the remainder of the mu- 
tineers are In Irons aboard tbe ship. 

The trouble started In the night. Tbe 
Highland Monarch bad been lying In 
the Schuylkill river at Point Kreeia 
In the extreme southwestern part of 
tbe city for three weeks, loading with 
case oil for New Zealand.

And, then, 
what of tbs wives and children? Are 
they *o lie utterly disregarded? Is It 
not better and less selfish for the man 
to make bis home livable and attrar- 
live for those whom be Is bound to 
love and cherish and support? lurt 
biro put Into his home the wages li« 
spends for rum, snd there will be leaa 
need fur a "poor man's club.' 

But there Is the mvenue which tba 
city, county and state receive from 
the license system, which. It Is as- 
serted, Is an essential thing In reply, 
it may he said, and It ran be clearly 
and convincingly proved by facts sn<t 
flgures, that more Is actually paid out 
lor iHillce and criminal courts amt 
prisons and pnorhoiises because of tha 
saloon than Is received from siu h a 
revenue. 

What, then, can he dune to down 
this foe. which, when looked squarely 
In the face, has not a single justlflsbla 
argument for Its existence? 

I'uur things may be suggested 

First, conviction. Homs few hava 
deep courlctluns agalnat this unholY 
evil because they have been Injurevt 
by It In their hearts and homes, and 
others Iveraiise they are active against 
It. But the great majority of good 
people are lukewarm Alt such need 
to be aroused If they would only 
make an Intelligent study of this 
monstrous curse, as It Is their duly 
to do, they would soon rsalixs boss 

II ruins tbe Individual and leads to 
pauiwrlsin and crime In the stale, and 
as a result their convictions would 
stir their very souls and lead to soium 
sort of action. 

Hecond. charity. Most of the foes 
of the saliNin are Uhrlstlans, and ebar- 
Itv Is a Christian grace, but tbe lack 
of this grace Is lamentable. Instead 
of sllacklng the saloon, too many 
temperance people aim their shafia 
against each other, simply b«-cause 
other methods than their own are be- 
ing used 

Third, concentration Temperance 
sermons and addresses are goo<l, but 
unless such bring on some dsflnite 
acitiin tbe saloon only snaps Ita flagerw 
and laughs. We need to do as the 
little girl did wbo prayed that Ood 
would not lot her brother catch birds 
In his trap When atkeci why she 
was so confldent that her prayers 
were answered, she replied, “Beesuse 
I smashed tbs trap." If ws answer our 
own prayers by voting against tb» 
saloon, by defeating legislators who 
ure slllsd with this evil, and by enact- 
ing lawa agalnat It. then tbe liquor 
interests become truly frightened. 

FYiurth, co-operation. This Is thej 
tendency of tbe age, but teniiieraiu nl 
and church people have not yet suf- 
flciently caught the spirit of It. Tem- 
perance urgunlzatlons are too far 
apart. There la thus a wicked wests 
of power We need to get together, 
to work and tight os one man, to pre- 
sent a united front. To quote sums 
wise and true words from former 
District Attorney Jerome: "The 

reason why the church's wishes 
and deiuands And so little con- 
■Ideratlun at the hands of poli- 
ticians, legislators spd executive of- 
ficials Is because they so rarely agree 
among themselves on siiy spec-inc and 
dellnlte demands, and they do not go 
about their reform work In a way to 
comiiiand the attention and co-opera- 
tion of practical men. No party In 
city or state could, or would, resist 
them If they acted together with 
earnestness, sincerUy and true unity 
of purpsse." 

Because of a compliance with these 
four essentials, there ate sure idgns 
of surcess In the temperance cuiii- 
palgn Ip many places.

TAX ORDERED LEVIED. 



Wasblngton. — Fully four and a half 
out of every five pounda of coffee 
Irunk In tbe United Statea cornea from 
Braitl, and the proportion la growing 
steadily higher, principally becauae 
the Brazilian bean la of a auperior 
quality and flavor. The generality 
of coffee drinkers have a hazy Idea 
that “Mocha" and “Jata” enter largely 
Into the morning beverage, but It la a 
fact that all the Mocha and Java that 
reach this country in a year would not 
supply St Louis for six months. 

It Is generally known and under 
stood that the greater proportion of 
One Brazilian coffee comet from the 
state of Sao Paulo In that country, and 
tbe statement that Sao Paulo, tbe 
richest state In tbe Brazilian Union, 
Is "one vast coffee estate” has been 
made so frequently that tbe general 
Impression baa gone abroad that little 
eUe but coffee Is produced In tbe 
state. It Is true that Sao Paulo alone, 
last year, produced 1,716,000,000 
pounds of coffee that bad a value of 
1140,000,000, and that this vast ag- 
gregate found Us way outward 
through tbe greatest coffee port in the 
world, Santoa; but It Is also true that 
Sao Paulo has a host of other Indus- 
tries that are developing at a rate 
that la astonishing. It is In Sao Paulo 
that the great wheat growing concee- 
sions have been granted; it la from 
Sao Paulo that tbe enormoua ship- 
ments to Europe of live cattle will be 
made; It la Sao Paulo that now main- 
tains three hundred factories engaged 



in a truly remarkable array of Indus- 
tries. These factories alone represent 
an investment of over $40,000,000 and 
are employing 60,000 workmen. 

It Is true that coffee is the staple, 
but these factories are turning out cot- 
ton and woolen fabrics; they are ma- 
king rope, twines and papers. There 
are breweries, marble quarries, metal 
industries of various natures; vast es- 
tates that are devoted to the culture 
of rice, and square miles of territory 
that produce enormous quantities of 
fruits that are shipped in all direc- 
tions. Sao Paulo has gone extensively 
Into grape culture, and la turning out 
wines that are becoming vastly popu- 
lar in aeveral countries. Agriculture 
of a general nature baa engaged tbe 
attention of the residents of the state 
to a greater degree in the last few 
years, and as a consequence tbe rail- 
ways are extending In every direction 
throughout the state. At an indica- 
tion of the volume of business trans- 
acter through the port of Santos it 
last year reached a grand total of five 
and a half million tons, which com- 
pares very favorably with the trade 
of Rio de Janeiro or Buenoa Ayres, tbe 
two largest South American porta. 

In great measure this progress Is 
due to the far-sighted and patriotic 
efforts of (boae atatesmen who have 
directed the destinies of the atate, and 
It has been recently stated by a South 
American blatoiian that the history of 
the State of Sao Paulo waa the history 
of all Braall. 



Louisville, Ky. — Judge Evans, of the

He stated that If the state 
sanitary board would co-operate with 
tbe federal government, tbe general 
quarantine would be removed and only 
those counties In which tbe dlseete 
of scabies Is prevalent would be kept 
under the quarantine. Dr. Cloud, the 
federal Inspector at the Bourbon 
■tockyarda, and Prof. E. S. Good, pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry at the 
State university, also discussed the 
quarantine.
